May Session of Civic 
One' 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Vulcan town council was held at the 
office of the secretary-treasurer on 
Thursday evening, when Mayor But¬ 
chart presided over a full council. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved and various 
bills passed. A communication from 
the Public Utilities Commission rela¬ 
tive to changes required in the pro¬ 
posed light franchise was read, and 
the amended franchise will be submit¬ 
ted to the ratepayers in due course. 

Dr. G. M. Carson, medical health of¬ 
ficer ,was present relative to changes 
he thought necessary in the health de¬ 
partment, It was decided that the clo¬ 
set by-law'should bo changed, and the 
matter of wells was discussed at some 
length. 

It was decided to change the rate 
<f cesspool fees from $3.00 per'tank 
to $1.50 per hour while pumping. 

Estimates for the year were then 
taken up and it was decided that the 
rate should remain the same as last 
yea r. 

It was decided to call for tenders 
for painting-the skating and curling 
rinks, and for the installation of ven¬ 
tilators in both buildings. 

Council gave consent to the use of 
the skating rink for the school: fair 
on September 19th.

WEATHER ANI) CROPS 


The weather for the past week has 
been ideal for work on the land and 
in consequence the wheat is practical¬ 
ly all in and is showing up in most 
instances. Wheat planted less than a 
week is now up, owing to the favor¬ 
able weather. The coarse grains are 
now receiving attention and seeding of 
these is generally under way. No rains 
or high winds have occurred and the 
land is in excellent condition. A few 
hot summer days are now being expe¬ 
rienced and with the high barometer 
showing this brand of weather promi¬ 
ses to continue. A good shower of 
rain or a hard one now would be very 
beneficial but the soil condition is such 
with good sub-moisture, that crops 
will advance rapidly for some time un¬ 
der present conditions. Present cir¬ 
cumstances were never hiore promis¬ 
ing. The markets are showing a little 
stronger again this week, wheat being 
locally 81c with little activity here.

There were uniforms 
for the soldiery, and outfits of especial 
fringin'free noe for players representing 
■the nobility. Of the sixty-acic location 
where the duplicates of streets in Pa¬ 
ris, Gavrillar and Rennes were con¬ 
structed, 412 tons of .cobblestones 
were used for paving, besides 610 tons 
of gravel and sand. For the buildings 
762,26J feet of lumber was necessary. 
Also 340 tons of plaster, 4,000 pounds 
of nails, and 200 tons of casting plas¬ 
ter.

KNOCK THE BOOTLEGGER 

The following editorial from Jhe 
Calgary Albertan appeals to us as be¬ 
ing correct and we gladly give space 
to the same: 

If this ijew liquor act is not well en¬ 
forced, prohibition will come again 
within the next three years. Prohibi¬ 
tion was voted out because it was not 
enforced, and people believed that it 
could not be enforced. What annoyed 
and exasperated the people mole than 
anything else was the. activity of the 
bootlegger, who plied his trade and 
made much, money. The frequent vior 
lation of the law exasperated and 
alarmed people. They believed that 
it was having a debasing influence 
upon all the people. If the bootlegger 
continues to ply his trade under the 
new legislation, the public will very 
soon return to prohibition. The boot¬ 
legger will continue to do business if 
he finds business good and not always 
too dangerous. Whether he is prosper¬ 
ous depends upon a portion of the pub¬ 
lic who patronize that sort of man. 
The danger will depend to a great ex¬ 
tent upon the activity of the police, 
and in the last analysis to the sincerity 
of the people. The prohibition law was 
not well enforced because it did not 
have behind it the vigorous, energet¬ 
ic support of the people. A bootlegger 
was—not regarded as a criminal as 
much as an adventurous person who 
was dealing a commodity which should 
not be suppressed and restricted as i* 
was. The Albertan does not intend to 
consider the status of the bootlegger 
under the old regime. But it is certain 
that now he is merely a criminal and 
a lawbreaker, who is trying to break 
down reasonable legislation demanded 
by the people and demoralize condi¬ 
tions in the province. Whatever may 
have been done before, any i person 
who gives asistance to a bootlegger of 
helps him in his wrong doing, is not a 
good citizen. The police now can pro¬ 
ceed to enforce this law with the full 
knowledge that they have the public 
beljind them in their efforts. If the 
bootlegger is run to each and the vio¬ 
lation^ of the liquor act kept down to 
a minimum, and drinking Ls not in¬ 
creased, the present law may work out 
better than those who voted for Clause 
A expected. 

The liquor vendor's store at Red 
Deer is to be situated next to the office 
of one of the local newspapers. No 
special significance can be attached to 
this, for, incredible as it might seem, 
the Red Deer editors are both tee¬ 
totallers. In fact, they are some¬ 
times referred to as the exceptions 
which prove the njje.—Strathmore 
Standard.

Violat^ts of the new Liquor Con¬ 
trol Act, wmch comes into force in the 
province on May 10 carry both heavy 
fines and imprisonment on conviction 
according to information received by 
the press from R: J. Dinning, chief 
commissioner. Provision is made that 
only a fine may be given for the first 
offence, but for the second offence im¬ 
prisonment is imperative. For a first 
offence the penalty is a fine of not less 
than $100, and not more than $1000 
and costs, and in default of payment 
imprisonment with hard labor for not 
I more than three months. ' Rhnishment 
may also be given to the extent of six 
months’ imprisonment without the op¬ 
tion of a fine for the first conviction. 
For a second or, subsequent offence, 
the penalty is imprisonment for a pe¬ 
riod of not less than three months and 
not more than six months, without the 
option of a fine. However, if the of¬ 
fender is a corporation, it-will be li¬ 
able to a penalty of mot less thah 
$1,000 and not more than $3000. The 
i instructions issued by the commissio¬ 
ner state that persons who intend to 
make application for hotel, club or 
canteen licenses to sell beer, are ad J 
vised to obtain a copy of the act, and 
submit their applications in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions. Druggists 
will not be permitted to sell liquor 
except ni a municipality where there 
is no government liquor store and then 
only on a bona fide prescription sign¬ 
ed by a physician, and the prescription 
will be limited to one sale or one de¬ 
livery. No druggist will be permitted 
to have a greater quantity than 40 
ounces of liquor on hand at any one 
time. 

Beer may only be consumed in li¬ 
censed places and liquor in a private 
guest room of a hotel, it being under¬ 
stood that both may be consumed in 
a private residence. It is provided 
that “except in the' case of beer con¬ 
sumed on licensed hotel premises, no 
person shall keep or consume liquor. 

“(a) In any part of a hotel other 
, than a private guest room, and while 
registered as a bona fide guest with 
personal effects at such hotel. 

“(b) On the premises of any club, 
except beervin a club licensed to sell 
same. 

“(c) In any liquor warehouse, dis¬ 
tillery, brewery, drug store, or on the 
premises of any government liquor 
store. 

“(d) In any public place, except by 
special permit issued by the board." 

It is contrary to the act for any 
person to be intoxicated in a public 
place and provision is made that no 
person is allowed to permit drunken¬ 
ness to take place in any house or any 
premises of which he is owner or oc¬ 
cupant. Persons under the influence of 
liquor are not to be allowed to con¬ 
sume liquor on these premises. Intoxi¬ 
cating liquors are defined as including 
alcoholic, spiritous, vinous, fermented 
malt or other intoxicating liquor or 
combination of liquors, in other words 
all liquor or drinks tlvat are intoxicat¬ 
ing and any liquor which contains 
more than 214 per cent o.f proof 
spirits.

“Grain prospects are also im¬ 
proving and altogether the outlook is 
encouraging. I look for another big 
crop in Alberta this year, and for an 
appreciable betterment of conditions in 
every respect.” - Speaking about the 
foot and mouth outbreak in California, 
Mr. Lane said that the epidemic was 
having a disastrous effect on the cattle 
industry in that state and there was 
no telling when the damage would end. 
It was a regrettable matter, but if 
Alberta was benefiting this province 
could hardly be blamed. Mr.Lane’s 
health was indifferent during the win¬ 
ter but he has picked up of late and 
looks for a complete recovery in Al¬ 
berta’s bracing climate.

Negotiations now in progress be¬ 
tween the provincial government and 
• he British government probably will 
end in several ship loads of immi¬ 
grants from the Hebrides being 
brought to British Columbia this sum¬ 
mer. The British Columbia govern¬ 
ment proposes to give each family a 
grant of $300 on their arrival at the 
spots selected for their settlement. 
This will be supplemented by an addi¬ 
tional $300 from the "British Govern¬ 
ment and, with shelters provided, $600 
in cash and close to the sea where they 
can indulge in their pursuit of fishing. 

All previous grain handling records 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway in Al¬ 
berta have been completely smashed 
this season, according to an official 
statement. Since the commencement 
of the grain shipping season, on Sep¬ 
tember 1, to March 31, the Canadian 
Pacific have placed 10,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in store and 2,000,000 bushels 
of other grains, and have shipped out 
of the province 83,500.000 bushels of 
wheat and 15,500,000 bushels of other 
grains. The total grain handled in the 
period mentioned is 111,000,000 bush¬ 
els. This is practically double the ship- 
ments.made by the company for the 
whole of last season, the figures then 
being 56,500,000 bushels of wheat anil 
7,250,000 bushels of other grains. 

The fact that three big events are 
being staged in Alberta within a few 
days of each other in the month of 
July this year, lends added attraction 
for the tourists who will visit the pro¬ 
vince during thp season. These events 
are the Mounted Police Pageant at 
Macleod, July 1, 2 and 3; the Calgary 
Stampede, the largest of its kind on 
the continent, during the week follow¬ 
ing; and the Edmonton Agricultural 
h air and Stampede and the Dominion 
convention of Elks the third week. 
This makes it possible for tourists 
coming through from the States 
to take in the three events and some 
side trips to the Mountain Parks all 
within three weeks. The Mounted Po¬ 
lice celebration will be of particular 
interest, being the 60th anniversary of 
the establishment of the first Mounted 
Police Post in western Canada. The 
Calgary stampede will be better than 
ever, and the Edmonton fair will have 
many added attractions.

Since our last report of May 3rd the 
weather has been hot and dry in the 
day time while at night quite a heavy 
frost prevailed, which made it hard 
for the tender grass as well as the 
sprouting grain, as it doesn’t seem to 
make any headway in growing. There 
will not be much other crop than 
wheat, oats and a little barley. Some 
few farmers are putting in a little 
com and sunflowers for winter feed. 
Quite a bit of spring plowing is being 
done in the Brant district for qats. 
Taken as a rule there will be a much 
larger percentage of crop put in this 
district than lart year. 

The supervisor of the Bow River 
reserve, J. A. Hutchinson of Calgary, 

has gone up to James River vicinity 
where forest fires are threatening the 
destruction of much timber. I.t will 
lequire the greatest care and precau¬ 
tion to prevent the spread of flames 
owing to the dry condition existing up 
there. Daily flights are being made 
now from the High River Aerodrome, 
north and south to see if fresh fires are 
breaking out. Meanwhile citizens 
generally are urged to be very careful 
in the matter of camp fires and light¬ 
ed cigars and cigarette stubs as the 
grass is very dry. 


Hon. Perren Baker, minister of edu¬ 
cation, who has a farm near Nemis- 
kam, lost his big barn and eight work 
horses, 20 sets of harness and feed on. 
May 7 by fire. No insurance was 
carried. 

The price of beer is a sore point for 
discussion and the opinion seems to 
prevail that the provincial breweries 
are demanding too much for their pro¬ 
ducts and threats are being made of 
a boycott. 

Early closing by-law went into ef¬ 
fect at Cardston this month and as a 
result of non compliance with the by¬ 
law passed by the town council, five 
rr.eichants were fined for an infraction 
of^the early closing by-law. 

Grand Duke Nicholas, at one time 
leader of the Russian forces and a re¬ 
markable soldier, has announced that 
he has no interest in the thone. Even 
in the height of his glory he was sus¬ 
pected of being a radical, and possibly 
that led to his downfall. 

A rather serious accident befel War- 
len Bucker whilst engaged at road 
grading near Okotoks on Saturday 
when the side of his face was badly 
lacerated and he suffered concussion. 
He. was rushed to Calgary hospital 
where he is receiving medical treat¬ 
ment. 

The Collingwood bird protection so¬ 
ciety is endeavoring to attract the wild 
ducks to shelter in Mr. Leggatt’s mill 
pond during the spring and fall mi¬ 
gration. Jack Miner has sent that so¬ 
ciety a pair of call ducks and the ci¬ 
tizens are asked to refrain from using 
guns near the pond. 

A despatch from London states that 
the manager of the E.P. ranch is sail¬ 
ing for Canada shortly, bringing with 
him a number of brood mares and 
other blooded stock for the ranch. The 
Prince of Wales continues to evince 
the deepest interest in all the doings of 
the ranch and kee^s in close touch 
with things there. 

Fire destroyed the beautiful resi¬ 
dence on the Buffalo ranch near Pinch- 
er Creek on May 7. It was built in 
1910 and 20 cans of cedar logs, beau¬ 
tifully polished went ‘into the struc¬ 
ture. The floors were of the best hard¬ 
wood and the house was modernly 
equipped. The house cost $20,000 to 
build and furnish, and it contained a 
$10,000 electric light plant. 

There will be a meeting of assess¬ 
ors of the various municipal districts 
held at Calgary on May 20 in the City 
hall. This will he one of a series of 
such meetings to be held throughout 
the province in which officials of the 
government will give instructions to 
assessors as to mode of procedure in 
making the new assessment to be fol¬ 
lowed in the work which takes 
place this year. 

Mr. Charles E. Yauch, a 1921 gradu¬ 
ate of Claresholm School of Agricul¬ 
ture, won this year the Macdonald 
scholarship in his final year in agricul¬ 
ture at the University of Alberta. This 
scholarship has a value of $500 ten¬ 
able for one year at Maedona'd Col¬ 
iege, St. Anne de Balvue, which is affi¬ 
liated with McGill University. We 
wish to congratulate Mr. Yauch on his 
splendid achievement. 

Total cattle exports to the United 
fltates during the month of March f 
amounted to 7,596 head, as compared 
with 6,356 in March, 1923, and to j 
Great Britain 11,388 head, as compar-j 
ed with 11,373 head.

Alberta’s average production of milk | 
is well over that of the whole domini- 1 
on, according to a summary of cow 
testing work, carried out by the dairy 
and cold storage branch of the domi¬ 
nion department of agriculture. The 
average production for eight months 
or longer for the dominion was 5,926 
pounds, but Alberta’s figure rose to 
7,136. < Average fat production for thq 
dominion was 225.5 pounds and hope 
again Alberta’s cows went better than , 
the average and attained 255.7.
